For leaf eating insects, such as tomato bugs, cabbage worms, 
spray with calsium arsenic or arsenate of lead, mixed at the rate of 
2 lbs to 50 gallons of water. 

For sucking insects, such as cabbage aphis, onion thrip, spray 
with Blackleaf 40 mixed according to directions on container. 

For fungous and bacterial diseases, such as tomato blight, bacter- 
ial leaf spot, spray every 10 days with bordeaux mixture, or Tri- 
basic Copper Sulphate 2 Ibs to 50 gallons of water.
